Rapid Transit In Cities. 


It becomes almost a fight for life, 


limb and clothing to try to board on 
ordinary street car at the close of work- 
ing hours in any of our great cities. 
There is no largo city in tho Union with 
accommodations adequate for passing 
quirkly from ono part to another. Con- 
sequently working people must live in 
crowded tenement houses near their 
places of labor, and pay rents that they 
cannot afford for tho privilege of even 
so poor a shelter as they got. 


Wr.intiuio the rapid transit of tho 


future is gradually shaping itself in tho 
minds of those alive to public wants. 
They know already what it should not 
bo. Elevated roads, passing on trestle 
work through streets, will not do. They 
are u nuisance and disfigurement to the 
street and at best can make no more 
than twelve miles an hour. 


What is wanted is trains that can pass 


through tho heart of cities at tho rate of. 
say, thirty miles an hour. To do this 
they must have a solid road bed, built of 
eartl i and stone. 


Tho road can bo elevated above tho 


rairfurc, or it can be a sunken way. 
It 


must not pass along streets. They are 
crow <led already to their furthest limit. 
The rapid transit road of tho future must 
cut through the center of tho blocks and 
buildings, as it does in some parts of 
Lend' >n. Where it crosses the streets, if 
it is by a sunken road bed, it will pass 
under bridges. If the road is on eleva- 
ted uno, then it can cross the streets 
upon nolid arches. So far from being a 
disfigurement, these arches can bo made 
really an ornament. Stations can be 
placed nt short distances, as in tho Lon- 
don underground railway. Over such a 
road fong trains can be run a very few 
minutes apart. Thus the problem of 
rapid transit will bo solved. 


Thrre is ono moro point. If those 


train-i can bo run by an electric motor 
they will mako no smoke or steam. 
Thus wr- shall have perfect rapid transit. 


the Copper Syndicate. 


Eight months ago tho French Societe 


des Motaux was formed. Its object was 
to control the copper production of tho 
world. French men, women and chil- 
dren in vested their savings In it. The 
syndicate did control over 00 per cent, of 
the copper production in America. Just 
before tho failure the company's agents 
•aid that oil the unmanufactured copper 
on the earth was now in the hands of the 
iissociution, except 0,000 tons in Amer- 
ica. Even this was controlled by the 
syndic ate's bankers, for they held the 
money to pay for it. 


The organization paid the mining com- 


panies thirteen cents a pound for copper. 
They i old the sumo at sixteen cents a 
pound. Tho buying prico was a good 
ono for tho mining companies, consid- 
ered a i a steady thing. They received 
cash. They hastened to produce all tho 
coppei possible, rushing it 
into tho 


market. The syndicate had no contract 
with tlio mining companies restricting 
tho production. But shrewd financiers 
nay thry made a mistake by not taking 
consumers into tho combination. Six- 
teen cents a pound was a high prico for 
consumers to pay for copper. 
Metal 


workers, therefore, economized on this 
produx t as far as possible. The mines 
were meumvliilo rushing it in on tho 
syndicate up to their utmost working 
capaciiy. 
Tho syndicate found itself 


constantly buying more and moro co[j- 
per, and selling leas. 


Naturally there came a tirno when it 


could no longer pny. A cablegram to 
the New York Metal Exchange, March 
18, announced that tho great copper syn- 
dicate <jf Paris had defaulted in its pay- 
ments. 
Its failure brought ruin to a 


French bank, tho Comptoir d'Escompte. 
This w.is a private bank, which guaran- 
teed tlio syndicate's contracts. A panic 
was imminent in France. 
Then the 


BanV of Franco, under direction of the 
French minister of finance, advanced 
altogether $28,000,000 to meet the obliga- 
tions of tho Comptoir d'Escompto and 
prevent a panic. Tho latter bank's col- 
lapse i f complete. In America tho cop- 
per mines have shut down for two 
month*, to enable the demand to range 
alongside tho supply onco more. The 
prico of copper is anywhere or nowhere.

Chill on tho High Seas. 


Chili has no prejudfco against floating 


her own flag over foreign built vessels. 
A priva to tlrm founded a few years ago 
the South American Steamship company 
for tho coastwise trado between Valpa- 
raiso and tho Isthmus of Panama. The 
lino was established as a rival to tho 
Pacific Steam Navigation company. This 
was an English firm that had held the 
monopoly of tho trado for fifty years. 


Having no competitors, tho Pacific 


company mailo such rates as it pleased, 
and waxed enormously wealthy. The 
trado at Panama was almost wholly with 
tho United States. Thus tho vast com- 
merce between tho United States on the 
ono side, and Chili, Ecuador and Peru, 
was carried on wholly in British ships. 


For half a century Britannia ruled the 


wave in those jx>rts. Then the national 
pride of Chili would endure it no longer. 
All this time it had not hurt tlio pride of 
tho United States in tho least. But tho 
Chilian company bought their ships 
where they could get them the best and 
cheapest, in Great Britain. Then shov- 
ing the glorious Chilian banner of tho 
lone star to tho peak, they set their en- 
gines pulling on tho blue Pacific. 


The patriotic enterprise has been great- 


ly successful. There are nino beautiful 
steamers in tho line. Tho Chilian gov- 
ernment has recently granted tho com- 
pany certain exclusive rights, and a sub- 
sidy of §130,000. Plucky little Chili has 
broken 
the British 
monopoly.

United States will, of course, look com- 
placently on as heretofore.

Tho Single Tax. 


Those who support the single tax are 


classed by Henry George in two divisions: 
(1) Single tax men limited, and (2) ein- 
glo ta\ men unlimited. 


The sii-glo tax men limited would put 


nil local and state taxes upon land and 
Its improvements. They do not aim to 
change our present system of land ten- 
ure. 
They claim that the attempt to 


tax pirsonal property is a failure and 
puts n premium on fraud and perjury; 
that the honest pay and tho dishonest 
evado (ho tax; that tho collection of 
taxes only from the land and its im- 
provements is a simple, and economical 
procet,-,; that it would tend to force the 
iniproi ement or sale of unimproved 
property by diminishing its speculative 
value; that it would distribute the bur- 
densof taxation equitably through rent to 
all persons iu proportion to their means, 
and that tho relief of personal prop- 
erty fivm taxation would stimulate trado 
and manufactures and reduce tho rate of 
Interest on money. In support of tho 
last point they cito tlio fact that New 
York city can borrow on its untazed 
bonds tit 2 per cent., while loans on the 
best Broadway or Wall street property, 
being subject to taxation, cannot bo so- 
cured at less than 4 per cent The "lim- 
ited" single tax Is supported or regardeil 
•with Borne faror by Tho New York 
Times und a few other prominent news- 
papers, and by some business interests in 
the larger cities, where it has been most 
discuss, d. 


The single tax men unlimited, tho fol- 


lowers of Henry George, while agreeing 
•with tlio single tax men limited, as far 
as they go, hold that there should be no 
taxation on what man has produced; 
that tho land Is the gift of God, and 
should belong to the whole people; that 
the state should become the universal 
landlord, and that the single tax on land 
values alone (and not even on improve- 
ments) should be used not only to secure 
public revenue, but ultimately to destroy 
the private ownership of land and to 
confiscate all land values to the state. 
With this purpose In view they hold 
that In the end land should bo taxed 
loiU full rental value. 


It is not a salt trust. It is a salt syn- 


dicate. At least that is what is said'by 
tho movers in tho scheme to unite tho 
salt manufacturing interests of tho coun- 
try under ono management. It is not a 
trust because it does not take in all the 
salt factories of tho country, but only 
tho ones tliat pay the best. 
Neither is it 


to unite with English makers. Tho capi- 
tal to buy tho different salt plants has 
largely bten furnished by English capi- 
talists. That is all. Neither docs tho 
syndicate aim to control tho prico of 
salt. It only wants to put the ealt in- 
dustry on a basis that will pay a uniform 
and reasonable return. Mr. Bcrger, a 
salt expert, is now making a tour of the 
country to find what salt plants it will 
pay tho syndicate to buy. 
And it is to 


bo hoped after this explanation nobody 
will hurt the feelings of tho salt syndi- 
cate by ca Iling it a trust.

Another 
rea.son why they seek thu slave markets along 
the C'on^o tributaries is tliat, as a rule, tho 
lurthir they go IVoin tho main river tho 
cheaper they can buy slaves. Bo it is ui im- 
common sight for explorers, asceudmg r,h> 
tributaries, lo meet processions of Con~.i 
canoes laden with slave.!, usually male adults 
going to their own fuiiLi-;:!s, and often bound 
hand and foot.
